SAN FRANCISCO - Eublic 
Works Director Jeffrey Lee，who 
has been given one“'hot” assign- 
ment after another in his Six and 3a 
half years as head of one of the 
city"s imost complex departments， 
Will retire January 14,， after 36 years 
of working his way up through the 
Tanks. 

Lee replaced Myron Tatarian as 
public works director in June 1978， 
just after the passage of Proposi- 
tion 13 forced city budget cuts and a 
management audit of public works. 
He instituted a system that targeted 
goals and management objectives 
and set Up an in-house computer- 
jzed network that kept track of the 
department2s more than 600 differ- 
ent bank accounts， 

The public works director not 
only weathered the resentment the 
changes _ caused _ among manage- 
ment，employees，and unions，bnut 
by 1982 had his department running 
SoO_ Smoothly that it swept the top 
three management awards available 
to city bureaus that year. Lee was 
named Department Head of the 
Year by Mayor Feinstein，and car- 
ried away a $1,500 prize. 

Don Birrer， whom Lee had 
placed in charge of the day-to-day 
running of the controversial clean 
water prograrm in 1980，was given 
SPUR's management award, also in 
1982. It will be Birrer, who has been 
Working for the city for 24 years， 
who will replace-Lee as director 
Janaury 14. 

ACCOMPLISHMENT 

Taking on the combined job of 
directing public works and manag- 
ing the clean water program may 
have been Lee'S greatest accom- 
plishment. Federal and regional 
agencies in 1980 were putting the 
city2s collective feet to the fire by 


threatening to bai aii construction 
unless the city comimitted itself to 
spending $2.6 billion to clean up the 
Sewer and waste water System . 

The board of supervisors knew 
that committing Such an amount of 
money would be political suicide: 
Chief Administrative Officer Roger 
Boas and his_ department manage- 
ment team were on the hot seat and 
the regional board was Showing lit- 
tle willingness to comprormise. 

One Sunday afternoon，Lee re- 
ceived a_ summons from Boas to 
join him for breakfast.“Oh, Iknew 
just what Roger had in mind,”Lee 
said，remembering that he wasn't 
Overjoyed on getting the call. “I 
was frank with him. I told him I 
wasni't necessarily the best man for 
the job.?”

Married couples， baseball 
managers，and presidents have the 
benefit of a honeymoon，a brief 
period when all is forgiven. Lee had 
no such luxury. Within ten days of 
reluctantly taking the clean water 
program under his wing, he was the 
Tecipient of a tongue-lashing before 
the regional board.“Hey, Tve only 
been on the job for ten days. Give 
me a chance,”he told them in his 
typically frank and disarming fash- 
ion. 

Lee _ found Several problems 
which he moved quickly to rectify. 
“There was a lack of information. 
Management just wasn't Sharing 
what it did know with the board of 
SUpervisors and the citizens” ad- 
Visory committee (which was also 
against the $2.6 billion projectb).2” 
Lee pulled Birrer from city engi- 
neering to handle the technical 
details while he concentrated on the 
financial and political issues. 

Next，Lee and his team tried to 
determine how firm the state and 


federal shares- of the expendijtar 
were anid just how Inuchthe. city?S 
taxpayers could afford without the 
passage of a new bond issue. He 
came Up with a figureof$1.6billion 
as the maximum affordable amount 
and designed a new program 3ac- 
cordingly-.

“Further refinements brought the 
amount down to $1.3 billion and 
the plan will accomplish all the en- 
vironmental goals,” Lee told 
East/ est last Week with under- 
standable pride， Boas feels Lee js 
responsible for saving the city near- 
ly $1 billion dollars.

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A Mixture of Good and Bad News in '84 


NINETEEN  EIGHTY-FOUR saw Asian Pacific 
Americans make a Strong Showing in the political 
arena，、With the Asian Pacific Caucus officially 
Tecognized by the Democratic National Convention, the 
concerns of Asians are finally taken seriously by a 
major political party. 

“Weve come a long way" was heard throughout the 
many Sessions of the caucus during the Democratic 
convention. Equally ubiquitous，and perhaps more 
important，was the Statement "but we have only just 
begun." 

Dr 9%.B，Woo made an impressive showing in 
Delaware and edged out his Republican opponent to 
become that state's lieutenant governor. Woo now holds 
the highest elected post ever held by a Chinese 
American. 

At the local level in SF，Richard Cerbatos and Ben 
Tom were both reelected to the school board by wide 
margins，Even more impressive was Julie Iang，who 
received the highest number of votes among the college 
board contenders to become president of the board . 

While Asian American politicians were getting the 
Votes, the gains made by Asians on several issues were 
SOmewhat set back in 1984. In _ California，the "English 
only”Proposition 38 passed， mandating the State to 
recommend that bilingual ballots be abolished.， While 
the proposition has no legislative force， its passage does 
provide the foes of bilingual ballots with added 
ammumnition. 

一 Another attack on hilingual educatiom cammec from the 
Oakland School-Board. which was sued by some parents 
and students for not complying with state bilingual 


education laws.， Instead of revamping its bilingual 


pI08gram，the board chose to file a crOSS-complaint 
against the parents.， That countersuit was finally 
dropped, but the.prospects of limited Engllish proficient 
students to get a reasonable education are still dinm. 

While the federal jury'”s decision on the Vincent Chin 
case brought back some justice，anti-Asian violence 
continued to appear in 1984. A 19-year-old immigrant 
woman from China was pushed into the path of an 
oncoming Subway train in New York， Her killer 
pleaded "psychotic phobia about Orientals" as an 
eXCcuse. 

Stereotypes of Asians also _ continued to emerge in 
1284.， The word "chink"” appeared on the cover of 
National Reyiew magazine，and it was Only after 
Strong protests nationwide that William Buckley，JTr.， 
the publisher，apologized for that derogatory term，A 
poster on display at Detroit's Autoworld showed the 
caricature of a flying car with facial featureas 
reminiscent of World War II Stereotypes of Japanese. 

Other Stereotypes abound.， William Raspberry，in his 
asjnzzsgto1 Posl column，described Asian Americans as 
the Successful and quiet model minority grOoUPp， 
completely ignoring the many who are left behind in 
the race to the top. 

Media reports about the future of Hong Kong after 
1997 inevitably raised the question of that city"?S 
capital invading the US. Capital from big businesses in 
Hong Kong, just like that of multinational corporations 
anywhere，has always been active in the international 
market，which, of course, includes our politically stable 
US， The major media，however，has chosen not to 
TeVeal this background information while talking abonut 
investments flocking into this country. 

The ordinary American can easily be led to believe 
that the new Chinese restaurant down the block is part 
of a foreign capital invasion. And we wonder where all 
the reSsentment of Asians come from. 

Unfortunately，anti-Asian sentiments will still be 
around in 1985. The good news is that we are now 
politically stronger and more mature，and in a better 
position to demand our rights.

“We did set up a meeting with 
the workers，and they decided to 
hold firm on keeping the_ health 
benefit the way it is,” asserted 
Sherry Chiesa, a union official. Ac- 
cording to Larry Tom，vice-pres- 
ident of Local 2, the workers are be- 
ing asked to absorb a premium in- 
creasing $15 to $25 per month over 
a three-year period.“With the shift 
and wage cuts, this is not fair to the 
workers,”Tom explained .

Lee noted that she has often 
observed midwives who have over 
the course of a nine-month 
Pregnancy developed a _ close and 
Consistent relationship with 
Southeast Asian women and have 
given the women information about 
family planning. 

And though this _ information 
comes too late to have an effect on 
the particular Pregnancy， Lee 
observed that the _ women often 
follow through on what they have 
learned, because they “see how hard 
it ls to be in this society without a 
network to Support， them [as 
mothers]，at a _ time when both 
parents are away So much at work.” 

Joe said,，“Ihey are not resistant 
[to receiving] information. If 
anything，they're relieved because 
they can Say，Hey，an alternative 
exists for me ”She added, “What 
[Ld like to see happen is a Support 
group for Asians. Asians tend to like 
to be among their own ethnic Peers， 
and we can offer an ethnic Support 
group.”Joe expressed the hope that 
with her as director and Lee on the 
board more Asian clients and 
volunteers will come to Birthways. 

VOLUNTEERS 

TIhough the agency receives 
some money from United Way,most 
of its work relies on the commitment 
of the volunteers，who spend about 
about three hours a week answering 
phones， responding to visitor 
inquiries about Services and used 
infant clothes，and -leading Peer 
groupS. 

Professional counselors Provide 
added Support and training，Ihey 
also step in on a one-to-one basis 
When a_ group members problems 
are too much forthe group to handle. 

According to Joe，many of the 
volunteers come to Birthways 
becausethey wantto share whatthey 
have experienced andlearned asnew 
mothers. The added benefitofhaving 
informal child care at Birthways 
makes the agency an aid for the new 
mother who wants to gradually enter 
or Te-enter the job market. 

Unlike most of the staff and 
volunteers, however, neither Joe nor 
Lee have children oftheir own.

Colleague Joe concurred by 
Saying that at Birthways one of the 
most effective instructors is Single 


with no children of her own. She did, 
however，admit that when she first 
Started at Birthways，she felt there 
was a credibility gap.” Joe recalled， 
“It took a while，but TI let the 
volunteers know 工 was there to 
administer the program.” 

Though Joe reluctantly stressed 
that Birthways does not now have 
Specific programs geared-for 入 Sian 
Americans， She quickly added， 
“What we offer is unique to any

Based on a book by Pierre Bost 
called AM 六 aam1ai7al 7 Soom Goijzg 
io Die, it is the story of an elderly 
painter who lives alone in the coun- 
try with his faithful maid. As the 
film begins， MIT.

cTeUX，is nervously preparing him- 
Self for a visit from his family. His 
son and daughter-in-law and their 


three children will soon arrive, and 
his daughter Irene，whose Imerry 
personality and hidden sorrow are 
captured Superbly by Sabine Aze- 
ma， will also drop in unex- 
pectedly.

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Prolonged Detention in Camps 
Impairs Refugees' Mental Health 


LOS ANGELES - Long stays 
in resettlement camps can impair 
the mental health of refugees，ac- 
cording to a study conducted by a 
Universlty of Southern_ California 
Tesearcher. 

Most of the world's refugee 
camps were Ineant to be temporary 
Stops on a refugee's way to _settle- 
ment in another country. Butall too 
often，detainment in the camps is 
prolonged by host countries” Strict 
immlgration quotas and exhaustive 
background checks, said Robert \W7. 
Roberts, who conducted the study. 

LOG-JAMS 

“The people caught in these bu- 
reatucratic log-jams are living in psy- 
chologlically debilitating situations2” 
noted Roberts，dean of the USC 
School of Social Work. 

His study is the first to assesS 
problems of social and psychologi- 
cal adjustment among refugees Still 
in _ camps. The research was con- 
ducted with the assistance of USC 
Social work alumni 玉 enneth Chau， 
now at the Unliversity of Hong 
上 ong，and Mok Bongho，now at 
the Chinese University of Hong 
上 ong. 

了 Roberts and his_ colleagues，in 
198T, set up interviews and psycho- 
loglcal tests for 301 Chinese-Viet- 
namese refugees 位 om Vietnam，all 
of whom were living in Hong Kong 
camps while waiting to emigrate. 
Of the total respondents,， 71% said 
they wanted to emigrate to the 
United States. Most of the rest had 
set thelir hopes on Canada or Anus- 
-tralia. 

On well-vallidated psychological 
tests，499% of the refugees showed 
four or more symptoms of mental 
Problems. SUch results would place 


them at“a high risk of psychiatric 
impalrment” Another 10% had 
three Symptoms and would be con- 
Sidered on thehigh-risk borderline， 
SJGNS OF DISTRESS 

“In other words, close to 60% of 
oOUr Satmple showed signs of psycho- 
logical distress_ before even having 
to confront the inevitable difficul- 
ties of resettlement in, and adapta- 
tion to a new culture”explained 
Roberts.“The only other groups to 
have shown comparable levels of 
mental problems on such tests were 
already patients ip. mental health 
Care2 

Roberts acknowledged that some 
of the refugees; psychological prob- 
lems may have been caused, in part， 
by traumas suffered before their 
arrival at the camps. Some had been 
tortured. Some had lost loved ones 
while escaping in small boats on the 
hligh seas. But, he maintained,， Pro- 


longed detainment in the camps， 


SeeIms to have served as salt to 
whatever emotional wounds they 
bore Upon arrivVal. 

For 65% of the people studied， 
the camp stay had lasted 16 to 18 
months. For the entire group，the 
average stay Was 17 months. Rob- 
erts”study found that the longer 
refugees remained in the carmps， 
the greater the number of 1life 
changes they endured. High tallies 
of “life changes”such as the birth 
of a child or the beginning of a new 
joby tend to pose Problems for any- 
One. 

ACCELERATED 

For the refugees, Such ordinary 
changes had come at an accelerated 
rate Since they entered the caimps. 
They averaged about seven recent 
life-change events，most occurring

As mlght be expected, Roberts:find- 
ings indicate that the more changes 
endured, the greater the emotional 
distress. 

“Using such factors as number 
of life changes, employment，mari- 
tal status，and degree of hope，we 
Were able to identify 60% of the 
group suffering many symptoms 
of psychiatric impairment2” be re- 
ported . 

“Professionals who work in the 
camps are often So overwhelmed by 
the stories of torture and deaths at 
sea that they're blind to the more 
ordinary life changes that go on at 
an accelerated rate and add to a 
refugee's mental burden2”And these 
changes are oOcctUrring Under hard- 


ship conditions，even in the best of 


camps, noted Roberts. 

“By worldwide standards，the 
Hong Kong camps are generally 
regarded as the“country clubs: of 
Such facilities，” Roberts observed . 

“But residents sleep in clusters 
of 12 beds stacked three high,， with 
Several people sharing each narrow 
bed.、Privacy does not exist. The 
toilet facilities are primitive，and 
Cooking must be done at outdoor 
stands. That gives you an idea just 
how bad conditions are elsewhere2 

LESSONS 

Roberts _ believes the plight of 
Vietnamese-Chinese in the Hong 
上 ong camps - where thousands of 
people still await resettlement 二 
holds lessons for the treatment of 
refugees in general.“We discovered 
SeVveral factors that seemed to buf- 
fer the camps” debilitating effedts>” 
he says. 

“People who had family mem- 
bers in the camps and who had been 
allowed to fnd jobs outside the 
camps Were generally doling better 
than those who had been separated 
from loved ones and left unem- 
ployed. Also, people who had been 
able to maintain high hopes ofeven- 
tually being resettled in their choice 
country Seemed more resilient. 

“Thus，social workers in the 
camps Should pay Special attention 
to _ people who are separated from 
loved ones，unemployed，or stuck 


in the camps for more than 18 . 


Imonths，advised Roberts. 

“The research suggests, too, that 
therapy could be shorter and more 
effective 寺 delivered at the outset， 
before refugees have suffered prob- 
lems of readjustment to a host cul- 
tire3 

Roberts advocates Speedy re- 
settlement Strategies that keep ref- 
Ugees together, rather than dispers- 
ing them across a_ country，as has 
been tried in the United States. 

“All along the route to resettle- 
Iment，we Should try to keep fami- 
lies intact, provide opportunities for 
employment, and encouragethe de- 
velopment of communities and Sup- 
port groups，he sald . 

“Our top Priority should be to 
Shorten the refugees” stay in the

SAN FRANCISCO - New .evi- 
dence has conclusively established a 
linguistic link between _ California 
Indians and Asian tribes，reports 
THne Caifornianrs，a bimonthly 
magazine of Chinatown history. 


Twenty-five years of research led 


Dr. Otto von Sadovszky, professor 
of anthroplogy at_ California State 
University-Fullerton，to find the 
“missing link” of the linguistic 
chain connecting Asia and the New 
World. The arctic environment the 
Siberian Indians migrated through 
Seemed to _ have blocked or erased 
all evidence until von Sadovszky， 
with his unique background，dis- 
Covered a .Similarity between the 
Central California Penutians and 
the Siberian Ob-Ugrians. 

Von Sadovszky. was born and 
educated in Hungary，a_country 
whose racial and cultural origins are 
connected to tribes presently

His two- 
year stay in the US, beginning Nov- 
ember 1980, was funded by the Chi- 
natown government and aimed at 
educating the newsman about Wes- 
tern life.

His first stop after Beijing was 
the home of a professor at Evans: 
ton，Illinois，a wealthy Chicago 
Suburb which serves as the center of 
intellectual thought for the area. 
Feeling uncomfortable in those Sur- 
roundings， Liu Soon Imoves to 
Chicago，which he describes as 
more colorful than Evanston. In the 
Windy City，he notices more 
Blacks，Latinos, and Asians. Quite 
a big difference from the 
predominantly white _ environment 
he first encountered . 

DICHOTOMY 

Through his”experiences: with 
friends in Chicago and those in the 
Suburbs，he begins to realize the 
dichotomy that exists between rich 
and poor, Black and white. He soon 
becomes very aware of himself as a 
minority，as Tacially different from 
most of America. 

At an ethnically-mixed party， he 
asked a Black professor whether he 
thought of himself as American 
first Or Black first. After a 
moment's hesitation，the professor 
anSswered “Black first.”The puz- 
zled Liu could not understand this 
because Blacks had “been born and 
had lived in the US for many gen- 
erations. They were not newer than 
any of the other peoples, and they 
had a large population.” 

He writes, “To an outsider it 
Seemed that Blacks would be better 
off if they were to put more Stress 
on educating their own people and 
less on blaming others for their lack 
of opportunities.?”

But, the astute journalist quickly 
learns that all is not that Simple.

Real Estate Tax Updates

tax changes，Imuch of which are 
confusing initially， it is usually not 
until accountants and taxpayers 
have become more knowledgeable 
abonut the new rules before they are 
changed again. However，in recent 
months，changes _ have been far 
more precipitous. Within weeks Or 
months of East/[ 玉 ests first men- 
tion of certain tax rulings，changes 
and alternatives have already been 
set into motion. 

7 71DHied 111erest Rkles JoOr 
Seller Carry BacK Fima7zci118. 

Since our first discussion of the 
new rules passed regulating the im- 
putation of interest by the IRS for 
seller-carry-back financing (了 /W 
9/12/84，Chinese; E/W 11/21/84， 
English)， Congress has modified 
those regulations in response to a 
general outcry of disfavor. 

The rule that was to go into effect 
on January 1，1985S required sellers 
(when they extend credit to bnuiyers) 
to charge those buyers, interest at a 
rate not less than 110%o of desig- 
nated government securities of sim- 
jlar maturity (10-year Treasury Bills 
being initially targeted); otherwise， 
the IRS will tax the seller for that 
jnterest at 120%o of the same index 
regardless of the actual interest 
received. A major exemption was in 
the sale of a personal residence 
Where the sale price was $250,000 or 
less. For the first $2S0,000, a seller 
carrying back can charge interest at 
the current standard of 9%o stated 
or 10om imputed; and amounts be- 
yond the first $2$0,000 mnust then 
comply with the new rule. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Then，just before the November 
elections，Congress hastily passed 
the following modifications， 

e Seller carry-back financing for 
transactions up to $2 million 
for the sale of all real property 
will apply the current standard 
of at least a stated 9%o interest 
or the IRS will impute 100%o . 

e Beyond the first $2,000,000 the 
newly passed imputed interest 
rule will apply (being at least 3 
stated 110%o of designated gov- 
ernment securities of similar 
maturity or an imputed 120%o 
of same). 


e In assuming an existing loan， 
that was originated on Or 
before October 1$，1984，the 
new imputed interest rule will 
not apply; but assumption of 
loans originated after October 
15$, 1984 will be affected by the 
new ruling. 

For the above three changes, the 
first two are temporary，applicable 
only to transactions made between 
January through June 30，1985. 
The assumption is that after June 
30， the originally enacted law will 
then be in effect，unless of course 
other adjustments are made before 
then，The last item is Presently 
Scheduled as a_ permanent change; 
and assumptions of loans related to 
the sale of farms and small 
businesses remain unaffected .

Even before the flat tax and 


modified flat proposals from

e Tax profits in the Sale of 
capital assets (real estate) at 
ordinary income rates for 
amounts in excess of inflation. 

e Allow deductions for interest 
on the mortgage of one's prin- 
cipal residence and limit all 
other interest deductions to 
$5,000 in excess of investment 
income. 

e。 Eliminate investment tax 
credits on Such real estate ac- 
tivities as _ energy related work 
and the rehabilitation of build- 
ingS. 

e Replace the Present deprecia- 
tion Schedule with a term re- 
flective of a property's useful 
economic life. 

JInstead of the three tax brackets 
of 14, 26, and 30 percent，pPTrOoposed | 
in _ the Bradley-Gephardt bill，the 
Treasury Department Proposal 
defines three brackets at 1$, 2$, and 
35 percent. 


Of course many other issues are 
involved beyond the narrow con- 
fines of real estate. Early reports 
Suggest that the president himself 
did not react overwhelmingly in 
favor of this Treasury Department 
PIoposal. Of course time will tell as 
to what may actually be in store. 
The reaction from the real estate in- 
dustry can be Said to be predictably 
unfavorable. What the Treasury 
Department's initiative does Suggest

The US officials came to ' this 
conclusion after interviewing chefs 
who had applied for visas in Peking. 

American Salaries, ranging from 
$1300to$1800 permonth, are paid 
by restaurants， many of them 
elegant, reglional-style, to the service 
agency for each chef. The salaries， 
however，are So heavily garnished 
by service agencies in the PRC that 
chefs receive only $22 to $55 per 
month in cash. 

Chefs were told the garnishments 
pay for food and living expenses in 
NENUESndAasseTVvicesbee 
The remainder of the salary is 
adjusted to PRC cook's wage levels. 


Chinese officials admitted that the 
PRC government might be using 
Service fees to obtain US currency. 
The official PRC position is that the 
chefs receive many benefits at home， 
Such as Subsidized housing，health 
care, food, and pensions, making the 
garnishments justified. 

Regional-style Chinese 
restaurants in the US have become 
very popular, and the chefs, many of 
whom are from Hunan and Sichuan， 
are featured in the advertising. 
American restaurants cannot hire 
chefs directly from China, but must 
work through the o 包 cial government 
agencies，Often 3a restaurant will 
hire from five to ten chefs per 
contract. 

American embassy officials say 
that the Practice probably started 
because PRC officials were not 
aware they were violating American 
labor laws protecting workers from 
Severe Commissions by overseas 
contract-labor agencies. 口

Chinatown Dwellers: Dislikes 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Neigh- 
borhood satisfaction among China- 
town's residents is ljower overall than 
that of white Americans in other 
neighborhoods in the US, according 
to Chalsa Loo，a UC-Santa Cruz 
psychologist “While . .， . white 
Americans felt Pretty satisfied” with 
their neighborhoods,， Chinatown 
reSldents felt neutrab about theirs,” 
stated Loo in herrecently-concluded 
study. 

Loo, director of the Chinatown 
Housing and Health Research 
Project found that crowding，dirt 
and noise were cited as the most 
disliked:qualities of the 
neighborhood. 

Concerning neighborhood 
safety， “Chinatown residents had 
Very low levels of confidence in the 
city policy compared with 
nation as 3a whole,”Loo remarked.

However, there was nothing fun- 
ny in the fact Del Mar was humil- 
iated，stunned,， and distraught over 
the incident. He felt he couldn2t let 
it g0.“Especially since there were 
all those jlittle kids around. Imean， 
what kind of role model is that for 
them to see,”he exclaimed. 

The next business day Del Mar 
decided to see what he could do. 末 e 
called the NAACP in San Francis: 
co，and they feferred him to the 
Human Rights/Fair Housing Com- 
mijssion of Sacramento，An inves- 
tigator urged him to write up a 
statement of complaint, and on Oc- 
tober 11, 1983,，Chavoor was served 
with a complaint of discrimination. 

Del Mar learned abonut the Unruh 
Civil Rights law，which guaranteed 
full and equal accommodations， 
advantages，and access to_ services 
in business establishments .Te- 
gardless of a person?'s background . 
Also involved in his case was a 
vioiation of the Ralph Civil Rights 
Act of 1976，which declares all per- 
SOns to have the right to be free 
from any violence or intimidation 
by threat of violence committed 
against them Or their， property 
because of their background. 

STRESS 

Del Mar continued to live with 
the emotional stress of the incident. 
He began to stutter and subsequent- 
ly lost his job，which depended on 
his _ ability to converse with pool 
customers about their orders, a task 
he said he could no longer do. Bry- 
don and he began to argue abonut 
the case，and their relationship 
deterioriated. Finally， in December 
1983 he left town and went to 
Hawaii to stay with relatives and 
Test. 

“TI left because things didn't seem 
to be happening fast enough,” 了 Del 
Mar reflected.“I had filed all the 
papers but [had to wait for the case 
to go through the System.,?” 

In April of 1984，Del Mar's in- 
vestigator contacted him and urged 
Del Mar to return to Sacramento. 
Chavoor's attorney indicated they 
wanted to settle out of court，So 
conciliation meetings were Set UP. 
But Del Mar said,“When he met us 
in June，he tried to discredit the 


whole thing, and it got very confus- 
ing.”Nothing was resolved, so the 
case advanced to a hearing date. 

In the interim,， Del Mar had gone 
to another attorney，who advised 
him to file a private suit for 
monetary damages，perhaps total- 
ing $925,000 or more.“T wasn't Sure 
I wanted to go that route, plus the 
time that it would take. It's not 
really the money TDm after,，I want 
people to know what happened 
here,”he declared. 

REMEDIES 

Staff attorney  Valerie Toohey 
and Chief Counsel John Costello of 
Fair Employment and Housing 
both agreed that this case is one of 
few brought before the depart- 
ment's Own commission，the judi- 
cial body of the_ department. The 
next proceedings are not scheduled 
until early February,， where, if there 
are no further hearings needed, the 
commisssion has 30 days to accept 
or reject the department?s presenta- 
tion,， and/or award remedies. 

Besides the charges of discrimina- 
tion，Toohey states the department 
is asking for an order for Arden 
Hills and Chavoor to cease and de- 
Sist from depriving any person 
equal access to the club and to stop 
the use of violence、A monetary 
figure is under consideration for 
statutory damages，Toohey added， 
and“could be in the meighborhood 
of $10,000，as provided by the 
Ralph Act.” Costello also_ com- 
mented that“the pushing Mr. Del 
Mar received could constitute as- 
sault and Mr. Del Mar can still pur- 
Sue independent civil remedies.?” 

But Del Mar is trying tp biece his 
life back together and go on. Hehas 
Tenewed his relationship with Bry- 
don, who was the first witness inter- 
viewed at the December 19 hearing. 
He. found employment as a suit 
Salesman at Weinstock and devotes 
Imuch of his energies to bringing his 
case out in front of the public, so no 
one else will have to endure what he 
faced. 

“You know，when I was growing 
up, [Ididn't know about anti-Asian 
feelings,，or other Asians. But when 
I read about the (James) Pierman 
case (amurder of a Vietnamese high 
Schooler believed to be racially- 
motivated)， that really hit home to 
me.

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Gang Ties Suspected in LA Chinatown Shootings 


By MARION PHILIPS 

LOS ANGELES -- One of 
the three men arrested in 
the death of a Los Angeles 
police officer during 3a 
robbery of a Chinatown 
jewelry Store on December 
19 is "apparently the leader 
of a very violent Chinese 
gang,”3a prosecuter Said in 
LA Municipal Court last 
Week. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Robert W. Morrell made the 
assertion while opposing 
Successfully a reduction in 
bail for Thong Huynh，21， 
of Rosemead. Huynh is 
accused of being an acces- 
SoOryY to murder after the 
_ fact by harboring one of 
the alleged four robbers. 

The policeman was killed 


and his Partner was 
“wounded in aa fierce 
gunbattle fought in a 
cramped Bamboo Lane 


Jewelry Store on December 
19. ITIwo of the robbers， 
Robert Woo，26，and Peter 
Chin，33，were also shot 
dead in the store. 

Officer Duane Johnson， 
27， expired an hour later at 
USC Medical Center of 


multiple gunshot wounds. 


-. Johnson?s partner，officer 
Archie Nagao，27，Survived 
a neck wound and the 
proprietor's Son， Robert 
Lee，38，took a shot in the 
Upper _ chest. Both are 
currently recovering. 

Iwo of the robbers，Sang 
Nam Chin，19，who was 
Shot in the chin and back， 
and Hau Cheong Chan，29， 
esScaped，bnut were captured 
within 48 hours and 


charged with three counts 


of murder. The third 
Suspect，Phong Hoynh，also 
known as Hoc Quli，was 
arrested for harboring Chin 
on December 19 and 20. 

One of the dead robbers 
was "Robert"” Gan Wah Woo， 
2$，of San Francisco，the 
former member of  a 
Chinatown gang in SF who 
helped police crack the 
mass killings at the Golden 
Dragon  R 人 Restaurant Seven 
years ag80.

Kong native who last lived 
in New York. 

SuSpect Chan is said to 
have "had dealings" with 
the Wah Ching gang， 
according to Monterey Park 
police officers. 

Prosecnutors filed an 
additional charge against 
Chinh on December 27， 


accusing him of  a 
November -residential 
robbery in the Mt. 


Washington area of Los 
Angeles，during which two 
victims were beaten， 

Both Chan and Chinh 


were held without bail 
pending arraignment. 
According to court 
documents filed 1last 
Thursday Huynh has 


admitted to police that he 
provided shelter and 
medical care to Suspect 
Chinh. Huynh told the 
police that Chinh was 
brought to his house by 
Chan. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Morrell charged that 
Huynh， a Vietnamese 
Chinese immigrant，is the 
leader of 15 to 20 hoodlums 
known as the Hoc Qui 
boys， "a very violent 
Chinese gang'" Michael R. 
Yamaki，Huynh's attorney， 
insisted that his client has 
no gang ties. 

Huynh is being held in 
lieu of $5$00,000 bail 
pending arraignment. 

The incident happened 
when proprietor of Jin、， 
Hing Co.，Leon Lee，73， 
known fondly to area 
reSidents 3aS "Uncle," 
Unlocked his jewelry store 
at 2:10 pm to two men 
dressed in business Suits. 

The two men feigned 
interests in purchasing gold 
items, and when Lee blaced 
them on the counter，the 
two pulled guns, announced 
a holdup，let in two 
accomplices and forced 
Lee，his Son，and a female 
employee lnto the back 
while they Transacked 
display cases.
